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TOWN  JOURNAL 

On  Jan.  1,  1874,  completion  of  the  railroad  to  Green- 
field was  celebrated  by  the  arrival  of  the  first  steam  train 
carrying  1200  stockholders  and  friends.  The  last  run  of 
the  steam  engine  occurred  on  Feb.  26,  1952.  Commenc- 
ing Feb.  27,  power  for  the  train  was  furnished  by  a  diesel 
engine  of  the  1100  class. 

The  Village  Improvement  Society,  organized  Sept. 
26,  1951,  held  its  first  Community  Day  on  May  19.  Over 
100  persons,  all  ages,  turned  out  to  work  on  the  village 
common.  The  Society  received  a  $50.00  award  from  the 
New  Hampshire  Roadside  Impovement  Contest  for  its 
outstanding  work  in  beautifying  the  common.  During 
the  summer  volunteers  cleaned  and  rehung  the  blinds  on 
the  town  hall  windows.  The  blinds  had  been  removed  in 
1925  as  an  economy  measure  when  the  building  was 
painted. 

In  the  summer  hot  water  was  installed  in  the  town 
hall  kitchen  through  cooperative  efforts  of  town  organi- 
zations and  volunteer  labor. 

A  living  Christmas  tree  was  planted  on  the  library 
lawn.  An  illuminated  Christmas  tree  was  placed  at  the 
town  hall  for  the  holiday  season.  The  steeple  of  the  town 
hall  was  first  illuminated  in  the  fall  of  1951. 

The  Parent  Teachers  Club  sponsored  a  successful 
clean-up  and  enlargement  of  the  school  playground. 

The  Little  League  Baseball  Team  of  Greenfield  won 
the  League  Championship.  The  uniforms  were  furnished 
by  the  Stitch  and  Chatter  Club,  equipment  by  contribu- 
tions from  other  organizations  and  friends.  The  field  was 
readied  and  maintained  by  volunteers.  The  coach  was 
Chester  W.  Russell  and  the  manager  William  A.  Blaha. 
The  team  members  were  William  Bailey,  Lester  Rich, 
Ronald  Sullivan,  Michael  Sullivan,  Bruce  Russell,  Monte 
Brooks,  Kenneth  Wheeler,  Russell  Holt,  Robert  Russell, 
Robert  Boudrieau,  Peter  Hopkins,  C.  Randall  Borland, 
William  Blaha,  Gerard  Boyle,  David  Flynn,  Peter  Luitwie- 
ler,  Maurice  Belmore,  George  Shea,  Jr.,  Edward  Lowe,  Jr., 
Gardner  Glover,  Jr. 

In  the  fall,  the  Parent  Teachers  Club,  with  additional 
contributions  from  other  town  groups  and  friends,  spon- 
sored the  organization  of  basket  ball  teams  of  the  school 
children. 

The  Sportsmen's  Club  acquired  a  100-acre  tract  of  the 
so-called  Jake  Savage  property  to  be  called  the  George 
Proctor  Memorial  Park. 

The  Greenfield  Industries  opened  its  Coffee  Shop  on 
May  19  and  the  Gift  Shop  on  July  4  in  the  center  of  the 
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town  in  property  purchased  in  1951  from  E.  C.  and  W.  L. 
Hopkins.  The  remodeled  building  was  formerly  used  by 
Hopkins  Bros.  &  Belcher  for  grain  storage  and  as  a  horse 
shed. 

The  Gary  Electric  Service  shop  and  the  barn  of 
George  W.  Cary  were  burned  the  night  of  July  20.  The 
house  was  saved  by  the  cooperative  efforts  of  Greenfield, 
Hancock  and  Prancestown  fire  departments.  The  shop 
was  rebuilt  and  opened  for  business  again  before  Sept.  1. 

The  Coughlin  store  was  sold  on  May  15  to  Robert 
Boudrieau.  The  building,  owned  and  occupied  by  the  late 
Nellie  Schofield,  was  purchased  by  Harold  F.  Grant.  The 
following  sales  of  houses  took  place:  that  of  Kenneth 
Cragin,  Jr.,  to  Arthur  Hayes;  Harry  Biggi  to  Vice- Admiral 
Carl  F.  Holden;  Ernest  Coley  to  John  Blackwood;  Helen 
H.  Kelley  to  Laurence  Harris.  A  new  house  was  built 
on  the  Peterborough  road  by  Starr  Sumner.  Richard 
Goodwin  completed  his  new  house  on  the  Hancock  road. 

At  the  Crotched  Mountain  Rehabilitation  Center,  the 
Catherwood  Wing  neared  completion.  A  house  for  the 
superintendent  was  built  and  a  superintendent  engaged. 
The  first  building  of  the  Sceva  Speare  Foundation,  a  barn, 
was  built. 

A  special  school  meeting  was  held  in  September  and 
the  School  Board  was  authorized  to  investigate  the  fea- 
sibility of  joining  a  cooperative  school  unit. 

On  October  12  the  first  joint  service  in  Greenfield  of 
the  yoked  Greenfield-Francestown  churches  was  held 
with  a  congregation  of  135.  The  church  bulletin  board 
was  erected  in  July  and  is  a  contribution  by  an  interested 
citizen. 

In  the  November  election,  231  ballots  were  cast,  rep- 
resenting 86%  of  the  266  registered  voters. 

The  60th  wedding  anniversary  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clar- 
ence Lowe  occurred  on  November  20.  Mr.  Lowe's  ances- 
ters  were  among  Greenfield's  first  settlers  and  Mr.  Lowe 
was  born  on  the  place  where  he  and  Mrs.  Lowe  have  spent 
their  married  life. 

A  section  of  town  road  was  discontinued,  that  from 
the  Coville  place  up  the  hill,  past  the  old  Gale  house  to 
the  so-called  Mark  Rogers  road. 

The  outstanding  storm  of  the  year  was  a  24-inch 
snowstorm  on  February  17-18.  Deep  snow  lasted  well 
into  March.  The  summer  was  very  dry  and  a  severe 
drought  condition  existed  during  September  and  October 
during  which  many  wells  went  dry. 

The  following  boys  entered  the  armed  forces  during 
1952:  Jarvis  M.  Adams,  Robert  Gilbert,  Leo  Merchant, 
Francis  Magoon,  Jr.,  Robert  Phelps.  Those  already  in  the 
service  are  Gifford  Merchant  and  Francis  Quinlan.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Greenfield: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

INSTRUCTION 

The  instruction  of  your  children  is  being  capably  car- 
ried on  by  Mrs.  Florence  Adams  and  Mr.  Fred  Wilkinson. 
Mr.  Fred  Wilkinson,  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College 
in  February,  1952,  has  replaced  Mrs.  Roberta  Window, 
and  is  teaching  the  upper  grades. 

We  are  still  carrying  on  a  complete  testing  program 
as  explained  last  year,  with  the  addition  of  the  California 
Test  of  Personality.  This  test  is  administered  each  year 
to  grade  five  youngsters.  The  function  of  the  test  is  to 
reveal  the  degree  to  which  each  pupil  is  self-adjusted  and 
socially  adjusted.  The  teacher  is  thereby  aided  in  under- 
standing the  child  and  his  reactions  to  certain  situations 
that  may  arise  in  the  classroom  and  on  the  playground. 
This  test  acts  as  a  guide  for  placing  the  pupil  in  activi- 
ties and  situations  where  he  will  become  a  well-rounded 
and  adjusted  individual. 

A  new  reporting  system  in  the  form  of  a  revised  re- 
port card  was  introduced  this  fall,  which  we  feel  affords 
the  teacher  a  more  adequate  device  for  reporting  the 
growth  and  achievement  of  a  child,  than  was  previously 
used.  All  systems  of  reporting  a  child's  progress  in  school, 
by  use  of  a  REPORT  CARD  are  necessarily  limited.  Thus 
we  attempt  to  supplement  the  report  card  by  written 
notes,  telephone  conversations,  and  personal  conferences, 
We  are  eager  to  have  parents  consult  with  us  so  that 
we  may  arrive  at  common  understandings  and  do  the  best 
work  possible  for  your  children. 

The  teaching  of  thrift  has  been  particularly  empha- 
sized this  past  year  and  it  is  planned  to  continue  the  pro- 
gram. This  has  been  taught  through  the  School  Savings 
Program.  One  day  each  week,  time  is  provided  for  young- 
sters to  purchase  stamps  ranging  in  denomination  from 
10c  to  $1.00.  This  is  a  voluntary  program.  The  stamps 
are  placed  in  a  booklet  and  when  the  boklet  is  filled,  by 
having  the  equivalent  of  $18.75,  a  defense  bond  is  pur- 
chased. The  Greenfield  children  saved  $244.25  during  the 
school  year  1951-52  via  this  method.  The  total  savings 
in  Supervisory  Union  No.  63,  during  this  same  period 
amounted  to  $3,323.50. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  has  stimulated  interest  among  the 
boys  in  organized  athletic  activities  with  the  major  em- 
phasis placed  on  softball,  baseball  and  basketball.  This 
has  done  much  to  improve  the  morale  in  our  school  and 
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to  offer  an  opportunity  for  our  youngsters  to  engage  in 
competitive  athletic  activities. 

Interested  parents  and  friends  were  responsible  for 
providing  an  adequate  play  area  in  the  hall  over  the 
school  for  basketball  activities.  This  was  accomplished 
by  raising  funds  and  contributing  materials  and  labor.  Mr. 
Ewing  is  to  be  commended  for  contributing  his  time  to 
assist  in  this  activity. 

The  children  have  received  considerable  training  and 
education  in  safety,  with  emphasis  being  placed  on  traf- 
fic and  pedestrian  safety.  An  outgrowth  of  this  was  the 
organization  of  a  Student  Patrol,  which  has  worked  ef- 
fectively in  guiding  pupils  across  the  thoroughfare,  to 
and  from  school. 

The  facilities  of  the  Public  Library  have  been  made 
available  to  the  young  people  of  our  school,  once  a  week, 
as  an  organized  activity,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Li- 
brary Trustees  and  Librarian.  This  has  done  a  great  deal 
to  stimulate  reading  and  to  give  the  teachers  an  oppor- 
tunity to  supervise  the  children's  leisure  time,  reading 
habits  and  interests. 

Miss  Ethelyn  Edwards  is  continuing  to  do  a  very  ef- 
fective piece  of  work  in  providing  a  well-rounded  music 
program.  This  year  instrumental  flutes  were  added  to 
the  music  program  for  those  children  in  grades  four 
through  six.  This  instrument  develops  in  the  child  a 
sense  of  rhythm  and  a  concrete  desire  to  read  notes. 

HEALTH  SUPERVISION 

Mrs.  Florence  Merchant,  R.N.,  is  to  be  commended 
for  her  fine  work  in  watching  and  checking  the  health  of 
the  school  children.  Her  report  reveals  the  details  of  her 
work. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

This  year  the  school  lunch  program  is  being  capably 
handled  by  Mrs.  Paula  Wurtz  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs. 
Florence  Adams,  who  maintains  the  books.  The  Parents 
Club  has  rendered  a  great  deal  of  service  and  financial 
help  to  the  program  as  have  interested  friends  of  the 
school.  Details  of  the  financial  status  of  the  program  are 
printed  in  another  part  of  the  School  Report. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS 

The  most  needed  improvement  in  the  school  building 
was  the  installation  of  a  supplementary  radiator  in  the 
upper  grade  room.  This  has  been  accomplished,  thereby 
eliminating  the  difficulty  previously  experienced  in  heat- 
ing the  room.  At  the  same  time,  a  hot  water  tank  was  in- 
stalled at  a  nominal  fee,  providing  an  adequate  supply  of 
hot  water  to  the  lunch  room  and  to  the  lavatories. 

A  "work  bee"  conducted  last  spring  aided  greatly  in 
providing  a  more  adequate  and  safe  play  area    for    the 
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children.  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  contributed  supplies, 
tools,  trucks,  time  and  labor  to  this  project.  Swings  and 
slides  were  re-located,  thus  providing  more  space  for 
large  muscle  activities.  Considerable  fill  was  brought  in 
and  grading  done.  I  am  sorry  to  relate  that  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  fill  was  washed  out  during  the  heavy  rains  of 
the  summer  and  fall.  Mr.  Wilkinson  and  the  boys  replac- 
ed some  but  a  good  part  of  this  work  should  be  repeated. 
However,  it  will  be  difficult  to  hold  any  fill  in  place  on 
the  playground  until  such  time  as  drainage  is  provided 
from  the  highway  run-off  through  the  playground  area. 
The  School  Board  has  budgeted  the  sum  of  $200  to  pay 
for  the  materials  that  will  go  into  this  project.  It  is 
hoped  that  perhaps  another  "work  bee"  can  be  arranged 
in  the  spring,  at  which  time,  this  work  can  be  done. 

NO  SCHOOL  POLICY 

The  Greenfield  School  Board  has  established  the  fol- 
lowing policy.  Our  schools  will  be  open  every  day  re- 
gardless of  the  weather.  Thus  parents  will  be  assured 
that  when  they  send  their  children  to  school  there  will 
always  be  somebody  there  to  receive  them.  On  extremely 
stormy  days,  parents  are  encouraged  to  use  their  own 
judgment  and  keep  their  children  home  if  they  feel  that 
it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  health  and  safety  to  do  so. 

COOPERATIVE  SCHOOL  STUDY 

The  Cooperative  School  Study  has  moved  along  quite 
rapidly  the  past  few  months.  The  Peterborough  Tran- 
script has  done  a  fine  job  in  presenting  to  the  people  ser- 
viced by  this  paper  a  fair  appraisal  of  the  work  that  has 
been  done  by  the  committees  concerned  with  the  study  and 
progress  that  has  been  made.  A  brochure  on  this  study 
is  being  printed  and  will  soon  be  in  the  hands  of  the  cit- 
izens of  Greenfield  prior  to  the  annual  district  meeting. 
This  brochure  will  report  the  costs  involved  in  setting  up 
and  operating  the  proposed  cooperative  school;  Green- 
field's estimated  share;  a  proposed  cirriculum;  a  propos- 
ed method  of  handling  transportation  and  other  matters 
pertinent  to  the  problem.  Consequently,  I  am  not  devot- 
ing much  space  to  this  topic. 

Your  School  Board  has  been  in  constant  touch  with 
the  developments  of  this  program  and  has  assumed  much 
responsibility  in  assisting  in  the  preparation  of  data  and 
participating  in  the  discussions. 

You  will  be  asked  to  take  a  stand  on  this  matter  by 
voting  for  or  against  the  Cooperative  School  Study  Ar- 
ticle in  the  Warrant. 

STATE  AID 

The  state  aid  picture  remains  the  same  as  last  year 
and  it  does  not  appear  that  Greenfield  can  expect  to  receive 
any  of  this  aid  for  the  school  year  1953-54.  The  wealth  of 
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the  town  in  terms  of  adjusted  valuation,  the  terms  of  the 
formula  and  the  number  of  pupils  attending  elementary 
and  secondary  schools  determine  the  basis  for  figuring 
state  aid. 

FINANCE 

The  amount  required  to  cover  the  school  board's 
budget  has  been  increased  by  $2,495.19  as  compared  to 
last  year's  budget.  This  increase  is  reflected  in  Trans- 
portation $900;  Teachers'  salaries  $675;  Tuitions  $375; 
Administration  (statutory  obligations)  $146.48;  Instruc- 
tional Expenses  $108;  Operation  of  School  Plant  $64.00; 
Capital  Outlay  $112.75,  and  Miscellaneous  Items  $113.96. 

CONCLUSION 

I  Wish  to  again  thank  the  parents,  friends  and  or- 
ganizations who  have/  expressed  a  decided  interest  in  the 
education  of  the  children  of  Greenfield  for  their  contin- 
ued support  and  assistance. 

I  also  extend  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  Greenfield 
School  Board  for  their  fine  cooperation  and  help  in  pro- 
moting a  sound  educational  program.
